ly a currency issued by tho government, 
its volume to bo kept equal to the wants 
of trade, with no provision for its re- 
demption in coin. The object ions to 
an irredeemable currency aro numerous. 
It promotes speculation and extrava- 
gance, stimulates a desire to incur debt, 
causes a high rale of interest and in- 
creases foreign importations. 
Having 


no fixed value, it is liable to frequent 
and groat lluctuations. 
Kvory period 


of inllation onuses shrinkage of values, 
panics and disasters, whieh fall princi- 
pally upon those least able to bear it, 
When iho government undertakes Ihis 
experiment, tho volume of irredeemable 
paper will bo unlimited, tho amount do- 
ponding upon tho interest of loading 
politicians and tho excitement of the 
hour. 
The facility it nfl'ords for con* 


trading debt will result in extravagant 
governmental expenditures, whioh will 
finally terminate iu bankruptcy and 
ruin. 
11 is not safe to trusl the inter- 


ests of the country to u few political 
loaders at Washington, 
Tho best pro- 


vontatives of these ruinous results, is 
the 
conversion of paper money into 


coin. 
Tho Republican!) do not favor 


forced resumption by contraction of Ihe 
currency, but hold that the energy and 
resources of the country will plaeo our 
currency at par, 
Our country needs 


confidence in the soundness of thu fi- 
nancial policy of tho government, Tho 
credit of the nation dupouds on its abil- 
ity and disposition lo keep its promises. 
If it fails to keep them, and 
suffers 


them to depreciate, its credit is tainted, 
and it must pay high rates of interest 
on all its loans for many yours, and we 
must be borrowers in iho markets of 
the world, 
The iuturcHt bearing dUtt 


is over 81,700,000,000. 
If wo Could 


borrow money at tho same rate with 
soinu of the great nations of Uuropo, 
we could nave perhaps two per cent, per 
annum on this sum.
